Gentlemen: 

Selectman Wallace H. Adam of Wales called the undersigned on Friday, 
April 14, relative to a problem at the spillway in the dam at Lake George 
in Wales. The Selectmen have received complaints from property owners 
bordering the Lake relative to the present unusually high elevation of the 
water in the Lake. 

An examination of the spillway at the dam by the Selectmen showed that 
water was being stored at a considerable depth above the crest of the spill- 
way and only a small amount of water was being discharged from the Lake 
through the outlet end of the spillway conduit which extends through the 
earth embankment forming the dam. 

The undersigned agreed to meet Selectman Adam at the site of the dam on 
Friday evening for the purpose of determining the cause of the high water. 
We met at about 5:30 P. M. and the undersigned noted that water in 
storage is at a depth of about 16" above the elevation of the top of the 
stoplogs. Normally, water elevation is about equal to the top of the 
upper-most stoplog. Thus, it was evident at the inspection that water 
in storage was approximately 16" above what would be considered normal 
water elevation. 

The spillway conduit is a culvert through the dam embankment. Entrance 
to the culvert is a shaft into which the water from the Lake falls and then 
enters the conduit to be discharged to the brook course below the dam. 
Normally, water overflows the stoplogs, drops to the bottom of the 
shaft and then flows into the conduit for discharge. On the day of inspec- 
tion, the entire shaft was flooded and water moved very slowly whereas 
normally the flow is turbulent and rapid-

At the discharge end of the culvert only a small quantity of water flowed 
along the floor of the culvert and into the brook course. It is evident 
that the culvert is plugged, probably with debris at a point inside the 
culvert where a wall projection has been reported from time to time 
in previous routine inspection reports. 

The dam embankment supports a main highway known as Stafford Road, 
It is my understanding that this is a State maintained highway. It is 
designated as Route 19. 

I recommended to Selectman Adam that he contact the Worcester Office 
of the Massachusetts Department of Public Works and report the existing 
condition to that Department with a request that the Department clear the 
culvert conduit under the dam embankment so that water from Lake 
George will discharge freely. The manner in which the work would be 
accomplished would be left up to State Department of Public Works 
Officials. However, I did recommend to Selectman Adam that a tem- 
porary cofferdam be built at the inlet shaft to the spillway conduit for 
the purpose of holding back the stored water in the Lake and to allow 
the conduit through the dam to drain. Once the conduit is relatively 
dry, personnel could make their way into the conduit, remove any debris 
and with proper tools and equipment, break out the wall projection which 
is probably trapping the debris and causing the blockage. 

The above information is sent to your Board for information purposes. 
I advised Selectman Adam that if the State Department of Public Works 
did not agree to free the discharge conduit culvert of debris, to call the 
undersigned and I would discuss the matter further with your Honorable 
Board and with State Department of Public Works Officials. The con- 
ditions that now exist could be dangerous to the safety of the dam if a 
prolonged and heavy rainstorm occurred. Since all snow has been melted 
from the drainage area and the likelihood of a hurricane type storm 
occurring is quite slim, there seems to be no need for action at this time 
relative to a directive being issued by your Board that the conduit be 
cleaned. I will keep your Board informed of progress in the correction 
of this existing condition.

This will acknowledge the fact that the County Hydraulic Engineer has reported 
to our Board relative to the problem in the conduit at the spillway m the .Lake 
George Darn, Mr. McDonnell has reported Ms conference with you via phone 
and at the site of the dam on Friday, April 14. He has given us his opinion 
that debris in the conduit, probably, at a projection of masonry in the culvert, 
is preventing the free flow of water from Lake George. 

It is our understanding that yon have had a conference with State Department 
of Public Works Officials regarding the matter since a State maintained high- 
way, Route 19, passes over the dam. 

If we can be of any assistance to you in connection with this matter, please le* 
us know. If we do not hear from you, we will assume that the Officials o£ the 
State Department of Public Works have agreed to clear the conduit of the 
debris and projection. If a temporary cofferdam is used to hold back the 
water in Lake George during the cleaning operation, the temporary cofferdam 
should be built in such a way that it can be removed in sections and the surplus 
water now stored in Lake George can be released in a controlled and safe 
manner .

Gentlemen: 

In my inspection report relative to the condition of dams in Wales, sub- 
mitted to your Board on November 7, 1966, the undersigned reported that 
the spillway conduit at Lake George Dam appeared to be plugged with 
debris. On November 9, 1966 your Board recommended to the Board of 
Selectmen of Wales that when flow from the Lake decreases to a point 
whereby the conduit could be examined, a determination should be made 
as to the presence of any obstruction in the conduit. Any obstruction 
found should be removed. 

During 1967, further problems developed in connection with the conduit 
and its inability to satisfactorily pass water from the Lake through the 
dam. A special report was submitted to your Board in connection there- 
with on April 20, 1967. 

The Lake George conduit has been reinspected this past week and it was 
found that the conduit is functioning satisfactorily. In spite of a high rate 
of flow being discharged from Lake George, there was no surcharge at 
the inlet to the conduit. Water was flowing through the conduit rapidly 
and, an observation from the discharge end of the conduit indicated that 
it had been cleaned. 

In the opinion of the undersigned, conditions at Lake George Dam are now 

satisfactory.

Gentlemen: 

Reference is made to the dam at Lake George in Wales, and the fact that 
there now exists a heavy snow cover throughout Western. Massachusetts. 
The water content of this snow cover, coupled with a warm spring rain 
could result in extremely heavy runoff conditions. Consequently, the 
Commissioners of Hampden County have directed that I advise you to be 
sure that the spillway facilities at your dam are clear of any obstruction 
and that you take all precautions necessary to protect your dam as well 
as persons and property downstream. 

The spillway at this dam should be examined frequently to be certain 
that no debris plugs the opening to the conduit under the road. It would 
be advisable to lower the water surface in the lake carefully by the 
removal of one stoplog from the spillway entrance structure.. Lowering 
the water level will provide storage space for excess runoff should flood 
flows occur. In lowering the water level, care should be taken to release 
the water at a rate whereby flooding will not occur downstream.

In accordance with Chapter 253 of the General Laws of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, yoir dam located on Males Brook at a 
point about 2,000 ft. or more downstream from the Shaw Dam has 
been recently inspected by the County Hydraulic Engineer and his 
report submitted to this Board. 

The dam in question is the one formerly known as the Sagalyn 
Dam and is a small masonry structure located just upstream and 
southwesterly of a house built between State Road and Wales Brook. 

This dam appears to have no practical use at the present time. 
No damage of consequence occurred to the structure itself as a 
result of the flood conditions of last year. The pond area 
behind the dam is very small and, consequently, no large volume 
of water can be stored to be dangerous from a safety point of 
view to those persons and to property downstream. However, the 
dam does cause a condition to exist wherein high rates of storm 
runoff could be discharged around as well as over the dam, and 
abutment area washouts might occur. 

If this dam has no further practical use, it would be advisable 
to remove the structure or to breach the dam in. order to provide 
a free waterway for the stream. If the dam does have practical 
value, or if some use is planned for the structure, then it 
would be advisable to do certain maintenance and repair work to 
keep this structure in good condition and to provide adequate 
spillway capacity in order to protect abutment areas.

The abutment areas are 
fair except for the fact that at the right side, surface 
water erosion is washing away soil on the right bank of 
the valley directly in front of the stone masonry of the 
dam. On the day of inspection surface water runoff was 
further eroding this area. The erosion should be controlled 
by diverting the surface runoff to another area or by leading 
the surface runoff into the brook via a tube or paved water- 
way. Should the erosion continue to a point where the soil 
is washed out deep enough to reach the end of the stone 
masonry of the dam, the road itself will be endangered. 
Water will be washing soil from the end and then from behind 
the stone masonry. This could result in a condition which 
might lead to dam failure . 

A minor amount of work in the near future will undoubtedly 
prevent the need for more expensive and difficult repairs at 
a later date. 

No flashboards were on the concrete wall crest of the dam and 
water level in storage was just over the masonry crest. The 
toe area in the brook was noted to be o.k. 

In the opinion of the undersigned the dam is safe. However,

Dear Mr* Tighes 

Monday evening of this week, Mr Henry ieedham of this towi 
©ailed at my home and Informed me that during the day you had been to 
Wales and had observed the water level at the dam on Shawille Pond* 
He also stated that you told him that the remaining board in the dam 
had to be removed* 

I have contacted the other two members of the Board of 
Selectmen and we all are of the opinion that th© remaining Board should 
not fee removed. In talking with Mr. Perry, on@ of the selectmen, who 
was Superintendent of Streets 'at the time the dam was rebuilt and the 
©Id wooden one was replaced by the present concrete da®, he says that 
the new dam was put in at the same height as the old on© which was 
taken out. The old dam which was removed was made of wood and had 
fceen there a great many years. At th© time it was replaced th© water 
was leaking under it, thru It, and around the sides with the result 
that its capacity to hold water was not too efficient . This new dam 
being concrete does not leak thereby holds all the water back until 
it reaches a level at which It will run off either thru the gate or 
if the gate is closed, over the top, 

When you were h@re several weeks ago 1 removed in your pres- 
ence a hoard which was 15-lnehea in width from the gate ©f th© dam 
and that board was still out when you made your visit Monday • You 
probably noted that the water level of the pond was down approximately 
the same as the width of the board removed* Mow if you wish us to 
remove the other remaining board which is approximately 12-inches in 
width, that would lower the level of the pond approximately 27-lnches 
which would make it considerable lower than it has been at any time 
during th© last fifty or more years • 

Mr* Needham claims that his property has been damaged a&d 
that he can not use his driveway to Ms fields because of the high 
water. I will admit that before the removal of the first board that 
the water level was high, due to the excessive amount ©f rain. Since 
that has been removed and the water level dropping 15-inchee, he should 
experience no difficulty getting to or from Ms fields* 



This Spring has been an abnormally wet one and not only 
the Shawille Pond was filled, but probably ©very other pond la the 
State as well, causing inconvenience to other people. 

If that remaining board were removed it would lower the 
pond to such an extent that It would no longer be attractive, and 
It would create an odor which would be objectionable to all the 
people living near it. 

We are willing to gl¥© to Mr* Seedhaa several loads of 
gravel to build up his driveway so that he can pass through his 
marshy land to his fields, but we are lea¥ing the level of the p@n«i 
as It* was when you were here last Monday* 

We hope, that you will see our point In not lowering the 
level any more than it is at the present time*
